FISCAL POLICY INVOLVED.

WHY SHOULD FOREIGN RATES 
: "FLUCTUATE ?

in the international money market, 
and perhaps enable him to see how 
those may affect his trade. 

Before the War the majority of 
people in this country heard little, 
and knew less, about the gold 
standard, foreign exchanges, ete., 
and they found’ rio occasion . to 
trouble their heads about them. 
Then -there were no Currency 
Notes, ‘but gold coin was in 
circulation. The holder of a 
Bank of England note knew 
he could ‘get sovereigns in ex- 
‘change for it for the asking. The 
ordinary individual, a general way, 
knew ‘that a French franc was 
worth about 9%4d., a German mark 
1s., and an American dollar about 
4s, 2d. With the why and wherc- 
fore he was not concerned. These 
things went on smoothly. The gold 
standard: was in operation. . 


Knocked Sideways. ; 

The War came and immediately 
knocked the gold standard side- 
ways, Sovereigns, disappeared 
from circulation, and gold could 
‘not be withdrawn from the Bank 
of England at will. Since then 
paper money has been ‘in circula- 
tion; we have heard much about 
the evils of inflation and - the 
merits and demerits of deflation, 
and scen German ‘notes for many 
million marks each offered by Lon- 
don street hawkers ‘for one penny, 
the franc fall to under 2d., and our 
own pound drop atone time to 
nearly 18s. 

In April; 1925, we returned to 
the gold standard, except so far 
as internal circulation of sover- 
eigns was concerned. Other coun- 
tries have since followed our lead 
as circumstances permitt@H.

revolve. Gold is the ualt by which 
values in various countries are 
measured, and in theory supplies 
the method for settling the trading 
and financial operations between 
countries. ' In countries where the 
gold standard operates the cur- 
rency of those countries can be ex- 
changed at their central banks for 
gold af 2 fixed price, In this coun- 
try the Bank of England will al- 
ways buy standard gold at 77s. 9d. 
per ounce and sel] it at 77s. 10%4d. 
per ounce. On -these fixed prices 
the value of the currency of other 
eountries on a gold standard basis 
is worked out. Thus an English 
pound {s equivalent to .12421 
French francs, 2043 German 
reichamarks, 4.86.2/8 American 
dollars, and so on. These equiva- 
lents aro the par of exchange. 


Values of Paper Credits, 
_ In actual! practice the amount of 
gold which passes between coun- 
tries is very small compared with 
the figures of value' of the trade 
and other operations. This brings 
us to foreign. exchange rates. The 
rates quoted daily. represent thea 
values of paper credits,-and fluc-- 
tuate according to the supply and 
demand of thoge credits... How do 
these credits come Into being? We 
can take a simple exaniple. An ex-. 
porter in America sells goods to a 


buyer in England -for, ‘say,’ £2,000." 
.| To obtain payment-he draws a bill 


on the buyer for that amount, 
payable at a certain date, and 
when the bill has been “accepted” 
he has a negotiable . instrument. 


_ | Similarly an English ‘exporter sells 


ta‘an Anierican buyer and obtains 
a Dill of-exchange, for so. many 


bills ‘desire to. got theit money -in 
advance: In the currency of their 
own country they can sell:’ their 
bills to a bank or dealer in foreign 
exchange.’

which they are drawn or express- 
ed. If the supply of, say, dollar 
bills ‘in the market is about equal 
to that of bills payable ih English 
pounds the exchange rate would 
remain steady at around the par 
of exchange. But if there were 
more credits in the form of English 
pound bills being offered for ex- 
change ‘into dollars than the 
amount of American bills to cover 
them, the buyers would give fewer 
dollars for the pounds, or, in other 
words, the rate of exchange would 
fall. 


' : 
‘Movement of. Gold, 

Now the question of- gold comes 
in. It costs a certain amount in 
insurance, freight and loss of in- 
terest to move gold from ono coun- 
try to another. If, however, the 
rate of exchange should fall be- 
yond a point below par of ex- 
change, so that the difference is 
more than equal to this cost, the 
holder of a credit in pounds wish- 
ing to exchange it into dollars 
could go to the Bank of England 
with his pounds and buy gold, 
which he could sell in America for 
its full value in dollars. It pays 
him better to do this than to ac- 
cept dollar paper credits at the 
lower rate of exchange. We should 
thus see our stock of gold being 
depleted. = 

What remedy have we to stop the 
outflow of gold? The . principal 
weapon is to make money dearer 
in this country than in other coun- 
trices. 
countries send money over here to 
lend at a better rate than they can 
get in their own. This causes their 
exchange rates to move in favour 
of London, and ‘their gold will 
come here. To make money dearer 
here the Bank of England can sell 
sccurities or billa and the money 
paid for these will be taken off the 
market, thus reducing the supply. 
It can also raise the Bank Rate, 
which Is the minimum rate at 
which it will discount bills. If 
this higher Bank Rate does not 
stop the outflow of gold then it 
must be raised still higher until it 
has the desired effect, Thus it is 
that people in this country * who 
have loans from banks suffer by 
having to pay a higher rate of in- 
terest because of gold withdrawals 
for foreign countrics, 


‘Not “Inflation.” 
An increase in the Benk of Eng- 
land’s stock of gold is beneficial. 
When gold is received, the money 
paid for it increases the supply of 
credits outside, which in turn in- 
creases the purchasing power of 
the public, stimulates demand for 
goods, and stimulates production. 
Thus trade is rendered more ac- 
tive. This is not inflation,” be- 
cause there is the gold behind it. 
Inflation occurs when more credit 
than can be regarded as sound is 
created against .the backing . of 
gold. If our Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, for instance, instead of 
balancing a large deficit- in his 
Budget by incrensing taxation, or 
saving in expenditure, were to bor- 
row the money from the Bank of 
England, a larger amount of credit, 
or notes, would be put into-circu- 
lation without any addition to the 
gold in the Bank, and that would 
be inflation. With less gold be- 
hind each note the value of the 
pound would depreciate, and prices 
quoted in pounds would rise. 
Then more credit would be requir- 
ed to handle ‘the trade as measured 
in pounds, and more inflation 
would occur. It was continual in- 
flation of this sort, due to un- 
balanced Budgets, that caused the 
collapse of the German mark and 
{French franc. ee 

“Deflation” can be effected by a 
curtajlment of credit by the Bank 
of. England and other banks. It 
would bring about reduced © pur- 
chasing power and, theoretically, 
snould‘ cause prices to decline. 
With prices lowered, however, the 
value of the pound would be 
greater again, because It would 
buy more. Be rie 

yin addition to the state of trade 
between countries, there are. other 
factors: which affect the gold posi- 
tion. The principal of these are 
the granting. of loans by one.coun- 
try to’ another. The “borrower {8 
placed -in the: position to draw on 
the lending: ton: .- At the pre- 
sent time, also, there are the War 
debts, which causa the transfer’ of

GOLD STANDARD.

jbanking is still an incomplete 
tneclaniee, and it may be said that 
\ the gold standard has not yet been 
jfully tested. The point has now 
| been reached where the doubt ‘is 
(taised whether the world’s supply 
of gold will bo sufficient in a few 
_years’ time to meet the require- 
ments of the gold” standard as at 
present practised, and the question 
of finding a method whereby the 
movements of the metal can be 
minimised and economy in its use 
effected is being considered. 

How does the gold position affect 
the ordinary individual in this 
country just now? It may seem & 
far ery from the gold standard to 
the conversion of the Five per 
cent. War Loan.- Thousands of in- 
vestors, large and small, are in- 
terested in this question of War 
Laan, while these who do not hold 
the stock are concerned because 
the large amount the. Government 
has to pay in interest affects taxa- 
tion. ' The recital of a little recent 
money market history will show 
the connection with gold. 

French Banks’ Policy. 

As a result of a policy followed 
over the last two or three years 
the French banks accumulated 
large balances in London, which 
they employed here. In the latter 
part of last year and the beginning 
of this year they changed their 
policy. They withdrew a consider- 
able portion of their balances from 
‘London and, as the rate of ex- 
change fell it paid them to .tako 
gold, so that the Bank of England 
lost gold -to Paris at the rate of 
over £300,000 a day for several 
weeks, Had this drain of gold con- 
tinued the Bank of England might 
have had to raise the Bank Rate in 
self-defence. It Rappened, how- 
ever, that the Bank of France be- 
came embarrassed by the gold in- 
flow. It was getting far more gold 
than it' desired, and to check the 
movement it reduced {ts Bank Rate 
tothe low level of 2 per cont., 98 
compared with the Bank ‘of Eng- 
Jand’s rate of 3 per cent. 

Again, America, owing to the 
continual payments of War. debts 
to her, has accumulated far more 
gold than it requires. In spite of 
the recent banking difficulties in 
the States, the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank has, therefore, lately 
seen fit to reduce-its rate also to 
2 per cent. The offect of the 
French and American reductions is 
the same as if the Bank of Eng- 
land had raised its rate. They 
should obviate the necessity for 
the Bank of England to put up its 
rate in self-protection, and may 
pave the way.for a lower rate 
here. . 

As regards the question of War 
Loan conversion, one essential to 
a successful operation is cheap 
money rates. It would not pay the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
make an offer to War Loan holders 
unless he could save a substantial 
amount jn interest and holders 
would not accept unless’ prevailing 
interest rates were low. The lower- 


ing of the French and New York|’ 


rates having eased the positfon in 
London, the situation is rondered 
more favourable for the Conversion 
operation. .

| SHIPPING PROSPECTS. 


Suggestion OF Restrained 
Optimism. 


A suggestion of‘ restrained op- 
timism is in evidence throughout 
the study of the shipping position, 
which is contained in an 
article by Mr. W. A. Souter, 
president of — the Baltic and 
International Conference in the 
current issue of the monthly cir- 
cular of that body, the first ofa 
series of reviews of the shipping 
position which are to be published, 
writes the Journal of Commerce. 

Though it Is impossible to be un: 
duly optimistic, he says, he thinks 


-l“the world's stage is set for a re- 


covery of trade, and that we shell 
sec a beginning of that recovery, 
as far as shipping is concerned, 
during the present year, providing 
owners refrain from building new 
tormage.” 


There is every indication in the 
state of the British shipbuilding 
trade that owners are not anxious 
to add unduly to the already large 
amount of surplus tonnage exist- 
ing, ahd bad as that may be for 
shipbuilders, it is inevitable in 
view of the huge number of vessels 
which are Inid up al) over the world. 
He points to the fact. that the in- 
creased tonnage built last year was 
largely due to the number of tank- 
ers conatructed, and that there was. 
no excessive building of ordinary 
cargo vessels. f a 

Referring to the huge quantities 
of'grain that may *equire moving 
during the year, he points out that 
in Canada, the ‘Argentine, Austra- 
lia, the United States, etc., there is 
potential work in view for a large 
number of vessels were it not for 
the difficulty of finding markets for 
the produce, particularly in view 
of the fact of the potentialities of 
Russia as a grain exporter. 

The quantity shipped out of Rus- 
sia lately had been largely in ex- 
cess of previous years, and there 
was the possibility of a further 
large increase during 1931. This 


factor complicated the situation. 


If Russia would only. import on 
something like the scale of her ex- 
ports the beneficial result would 
be great, both to Russia and to her 
customers, The more settled con- 
ditions in China made it. possible 
to look forward to _increas- 
ed business with the great 
populous east,’ and he was 
hopeful that quieter condi: 
tions in India would brjng about a 
largely increased trade with that 
country. 

Shipowners this year must be 
prepared to face changed ' condi- 
tions under three aspects, the in- 
ereased cost of cog], an ine: 
cost of insurance, and the possibi- 
lity of labour disturbances. These 
are factors which will call for the 
greatest care of those associated 
with the shipping trade if the pro- 
mises of better results are to be 
realised. 

There are, he. thought, -bound to 
be difficult times ahead in regard to 
the readjustment of -wages to the 
lower costs of living and the gen- 
eral depression in trade. The re- 
sult will probably be delays and 
difficulties in some areas, and an 
improved demand for shipping in 
those centres which are not affected 
by the disputes. At the same time 


it must be borne in mind that there | 


is almost certain to\be-a reduced 
demand for shipping for the moving 
of coal and ore. - In other. direc- 
tions there are hopes of a larger de- 
mand for tonnage. 

On the whole, Mr. Souter consi- 
ders it probable that the demand 
for-shipping services will be on an 
fmproved scale compared with last 
year. , F ‘

Laird and Co.), at its Birkenhead 
yard states that the tonnage reach- 


ed shows an increase over that for 


1929. 


For the firat eight months of the 
year the works -of the Company 
were well employed, but almost ex- 
clusively on contracts secured dur- 
ing 1929; and owing to lack of 
fresh orders there has been a seri- 
ous falling-off during the latter 
part of the year. For the last six 
months in particular there has been 
practically no new work offering, 
and the outlook for the coming year 
igs not encouraging. te

WELL-KNOWN HOSTESS. 


Lndy St. Helier’s Charming 
Personality. 


The death of Lady St. Helier is a 
great loss to British Society. Her 


grateful admirers in many a humble 


She had many titles to remem- 
A highly recomplished 
woman, of charming, personality, 
she possessed in a remarkable de- 
ree the art of entertaining those 
whom she was fond of gathering 
around her. She was, however, 
much more than a delightful 
hostess. Much of her time and 
energy was devoted year after year 
to the service of the poor. The 
welfare of boys and girls she had 
especially at heart, and numbers of 
poor London children owe much to 
;her personal efforts on their be- 
half, } 

She was also well known as an 
jentertaining writer, and was a fre- 
quent contributor to the magazines 
and reviews. Her: “Memories of 
, Fifty Years,” published in 1909, 
teil be recalled by many, as also 
,the ‘selection: of her essays issued 
an few years ago. 

During the’ War she did excellent 
work, and ..afterwards became an 
active and generous supporter of

MOTOR TRAPS. 


For the Unsuspecting 
. Motorist.

The warnings that have, been 
issued recently by the motoring 
bodies regarding traps that are 
being Inid on the roads to induce 
motorists to stop for the purpose 
of being molested by thugs, 
*would seem to justify motor 
drivers in resolving to treat with 
suspicion cach and every indivi- 
dual who: appeals for a lift, and 
to be 
diabolical tricks devised to en- 
trap the unsuapecting motorist, 
remarks The Motor. 


The dropped valise -trick has 
deceived a number of drivers, 
but now that'the warning has 
been given the desperadocs who 
are out for loot in any form, with 

: violence if in the mood, are de- 
vising new methods. 

The latest of these takes the 
form of an appeal to the 
humanity of the motorist. A 
woman. confederate of the 
ruffians is left lying in the road. 
The first instinct of the average 
motorist is to stop, but in a recent 
instance, before actually coming 
to a standstill a driver © luckily 
saw the heads of two men watch- 
ing behind a fence. He accelerat- 
ed and drove away. 


There is another trick to be on 
guard-against. This was tried 
recently on a lady driver return- 
ing alone after a dance. She 
saw a red lamp being waved in 
front of her, and stopped, think- 
ing it might be a policeman or a 
road obstruction warning. A 
man got on to the running board 
in a menacing manner, but she 
was able to push him off and 
drive on.

robbery which, while lacking in

MOTOR RECORDS. 
67 Made on British 
Cars, 

The Royal Automobile Club 
has prepared a summary of all 
world’s and international class 
motor records made during 1931. 
The total number of records re- 
ported from all countries in the 
twelve months was 165. Of 
these 67 were. made on British 
and 88 on foreign cars. Of the 
drivers concerned 113 were Bri- 
tish and 42 foreign, and 62 re- 
cords were made in Britain and, 
93 abroad. Eighty-four of the 
total number of records were 
made at speeds of over 100 
m.p.h.; twenty-two were over 120 
m.p.h.; whilst the fastest record 
of the year was the flying kilo. 
metre in Class B, made by Michel 
Dore on an 8-cylinder Panhard at 
Arpajon, the actual speed being 

138.47 m.p.h. ‘ 


Outstanding performances were 
made by J. Dunfee, P. K. Bamber 
and D. Froy, who captured six- 
teen records all at over 100 m.p.h. 
in Class D and E on Sunbeam 
cars, the best speed being 126.09 
for the kilometre. J. Cobb's 
three records in International 
Class A at over 129 m.p.h. on a 
Delage are also noteworthy, a8 
are S. C. H. Davis’ thirteen long 
distance Class H records in one 
day ona 7 hp. Austin at over 80 
m.p.h. * 


Two other records stand out 
for special attention, viz. the 
100 killometre and 10 ‘miles 
world’s records made by Mrs. 
Stewart at 128.06 mph. and 
187.21 m.p.h, respectively. This 
is the first time a woman has 
ever held a world's motoring. re-

HAMPER. DESIGN. 


Whitehall and the 
Motor Cyclist. 


In a reference to the Motor 
Vehicles (Construction and Use) 
Regulations which have been 
issued by ‘the Ministry of Trans- 
port, Motor Cycling prophesies 
that some of. the regulations and 
definitions will seriously hamper 
design. : 


“Others,” Motor Cycling says, 
“seem merely to be silly. For 


}example, was it really necessary 


for the Ministry to specify that 
motor cycles must be fitted with 
pneumatic tyres? And was-it 
wise to lay down a definition of 
the pneuniatic tyre that will, al- 
most certainly, hamper inventors 
in their efforts to improve it? 
Again, why does the Minister 
think it proper to put forward a 
series of rules that have for their 
ultimate effect the total prohibi- 
tion of the drawing of trailers by 
motor cycles? . 


“The Regulations are dis- 
appointing. They exhibit merely 
the desire to restrain and restrict; 
they lack any indication of en- 
couragement. And it is en- 
couragement that this country 
and its harassed citizens need at 
this juncture of our history. Nor 
do they reveal any practical grip, 
on the part of their authors, of 
the subjects involved. On the 
contrary, they show to what 
lengths the bureaucratic mind can 
go when it is allawed to run-riot. 
The Minister, for example, has 
thought fit to commit to print a 
regulation providing. that ‘the 
entire weight of the vehicle is 
transmitted directly to the road 
surface by circular wheels,’ Un- 
employment figures may rise like 
a rocket: the bottom may fall out 
of our trade—and Whitehall puts 
a positive ban upon wheels that 
are oval or square!

Industry Must Move 
Forward. 


New York, Jan. 10. 

As an American instit ‘lon, the 
automobile show is wit us to 
stay, in spite of critici us that 
have been levelled at it. 

This conclusion is based on the 
support given to the thirty-firat 
annual,national show by the au- 
tomobile industry held here dur- 
ing the last week. There are rea- 
sons for it in the belief of the 
automobile magnates. 


A few of the reasons were sum- 
med up by R. H. Grant, Vice-Pre- 
aident of General Motors ‘Corpora- 
tion, in an interview after he had 
segn the New York Show which 
end?d to-day. - 


Recently, the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce decid-’ 
ed to find out if new models are 
being introduced too frequently 
for the good of the industry and 
the public. The question inter- 
locks with that of the status of 
the Automobile Show, because sur- 
veys made independently indicate 
that between 40 and.50 per cent. of 
the new jobs are brought forward 
during Automobile Show pericds, 

In talking about these matters, 
Mr. Grant speaks In the light of 
experience that goes back through 
the years that he served as head of 
the Chevrolet merchandising organ- 
Isation. Prior to that, Mr. Grant 
had his initial training in the cash 
register field, from which he came 
to gencral motors. 


“Yes,” he said, “Iam a believer 
In the Automobile Show, and parti- 
cularly the national exhibitions held 
annually in New York and Chicago. 
This is because the attendance has 
indicated from year to year over a 
long period, that the public interest 
ia there, : 


“Naturally, I am. interested in 
the public interest because I'am in- 
terested in selling automobiles; and 
it {8 easier to sell something that 
there is a natural, spontaneous 
public interest in.

Big 1931 Demand for ‘ 
Tyres Expected. 


Rubber business in London, says 
the Statist, continues to be on a 
very small scale and prices for both 
spot and forward positions are 
virtually unchanged. 
Ught improvement is reported’ in 
the American situation, information 
actually available ig not sufficiently 
precise or extensive enough for the 
value of the reports of better con- 
ditions to be closely ascertained. , 

What news is to hand seoms to 
be of a somewhat conficting nature 
and rather to indicate on balance 
that alterations {in the. outlook of 
those industries which consume 
rubber is not materially different 
from what it wae before the open- 
“ing of the New Year. 

Thus, while the Chevrolet, Hud- 
son, Cadilac and a number of minor 
American automobile companies 
have added to their pay-rolls, the 
position with regard to several of 
the leading American motor ‘manu- 
facturing concerns remaing critical. 

Both the President of the Good- 
year Tyre and Rubber Co. and the 
President of the B. F. Goodrich Co. 

“have madé comparatively optimistic 
forecasts with regard to the demand 
for tyres ‘during 1931 and have 
stated that the rate of production 
‘oftheir companies was increased 
from January 1: 
On the other hand a number of 
Important tyre manufacturers, in- 
cluding the Goodrich Company, 
. have made further drastic cute 
fn prices. It looks very much as 
though.same American tyre -manu- 
facturers have ineteased thelr out- 
put in anticipation of the demand 
which they expect to come about 
through lower prices—a procedure 
which is a little puzzling’ to the 
British business man, but. which is 
characteristic of American business 
methods where the capitalisation of 
optimism plays a prominent part. 

The Bureau of Census of Manu- 
factures has issued particulars of 
the United States’ output of motor 
cars during 1929, The figures 
come tamely after the 
twelve months, inasmuch as the out- 
put of motor cars for 1929, as re- 
presented by the principal makers 
has long been known. 

However, the figures are the most 
comprehensive that have been Issu- 
ed and have the merit of being 
official. Therefore, we may note 
that, In round figures, the United 
States’ output of passenger vehicles 
during'1929 amounted to 4,432,000 
of a value of $2,793,900,000 and 
commercial vehicles to 848,373 of a 
value of $644,000,000. 

Mr. Rae's Figures, 

A paper read by Mr. George Rae, 
of Messrs. Harrisons and Crosfield 
before the Midland Section of the 
Institution of Rubber Manufactur- 
era gave the information that the 

‘ total area under plantation rubber 
at the end of 1929 was. between 
6,600,000 and 7,200,000 acres. 

These figures are considerably in 
excess of those published by. the 
Rubber Growers’ Aesociation in 
November, 1929, which put the total 
nereage at 6,000,000, although it 
was added that the figures could 
not be considered as an estimate. 
Mr. Rae's statistics of production 
for 1929 showed that 36 per cent. 
of the output was directly under 
British control, while Malayan na- 
tive production equalled 23 per cent. 
of the whole, 

Theso figures boar out the popu- 
lar assertion that Great 
could control approximately two- 
thirds of the world’s output of rub- 
ber. Production directly controlled 
by Dutch interest. was alightly un- 
der 7 per cent. of world production

Motorist Emerges With 
Flying Colours. 


Cupt. Desmond Charles Methuen 
(31), of the Royal Artillery, 
Woolwich, who waa charged with 
the: marislaughter of Miss Dorothy 
Ethel Bunning, a. sehool-mistress, 
was acquitted at the Old  Balloy. 
There were also charges of causing 
Miss Bunning bodily harm by wan- 
ton. driving and with being drunk 
In charge of a motor-car, and Cap- 
tain Methuen was found not guilty 
on all the counts. : 

The ‘case for the Crown was that 
after Miss Bunning had been knock- 
ed down at Blackheath by a motor- 
eyele .and-  side-car, 
Methucn’s car drove through a 
group of ambulance men and others 
and carried the woman along for 
several yards. She died two hours 
later. Captain Methuen has stated 
that he pulled up as soon as possible 
and had no idea he had etruck Miss 
Bunning. He denied that he ‘was 
under the influence of drink. 

Captain Methuen, replying to Mr. 
McClure (prosecuting), said that if 
people were standing in the road 
they might get knocked down by a 
car. 

Mr. Justice Charles: Do you think 
people have no right to be on the 
roads, Here was a big bunch of 
people standing still. Do you think 
you were entitled to drive through 
them and let. them take their 
chance?—No, I do. not think I had 
any right to.drive through them. 

They why did you?—Because | 
had to pull over or hit the back of 
the ambulance. 

Sir Henry Curtis Bennett,; K.C. 
(defending): If you had thought 
you were bound to run into some- 
one, would you havé gone on?—No.

HOTEL RESIDENT'S COMPLAINT. 


A. strong protest against noises 
created by rikisha and chair coolies 
routside the Peak Hotel, was 
lodged by an hotel resident, 
(Mr. Frank Austin, manager 
‘of S. J. David and Co, in the 
Central Police Court this morning. 
Two chair coolies were charged 
with making noises “calculated to 
. disturb or interfere with the public 
tranquillity” in Stubbs Road. 
! Accused denied the charge, and a 
Chinese detective testified to hav- 
ing gone to the Tram Station on 
‘receipt of a telephone message, and 


- caught the twa men who were 


shouting “Laai, laai" in Hoklo. 


Mr. Austin Explains, 

Asked if he had anything to 
“atate, Mr. Frank Austin replied: “I 
think it was the night of March 
1 94-96, . at about one or 
| 1.30 a.m, I telephoned to 
iMount Gough Police Station 
"and I think my message was 
taken. by the Sergeant in charge. 
I told him that the coolies at- the 
‘Peak Upper Tram Station were 
making a great deal of noise— 
;could they do anything to stop 
tthem? My wife and I live in the 
; Peak Hotel vety nearly opposite the 
‘coolies’ quarters, In the main build- 
ling, facing tho station. 
| “I have complained twice before 
about the noise’, continued Mr. 
| Austin,” to the Mount Gough Police 
Station. 
their very best to stop some of this 
very great noise, but actually these 
coolies make so much noise day and 
night that it is very troublesome to 
the people living in that quarter. 
it is worse at night, specially, about 
jeleven o'clock, Whenever a tram 
comes up there {s a great deal of 


to the cheap fares, the Peak trams 
ran up to aboutS am. “It is very 
'disturbing,” he said, “and ‘wakens 
many people up, and when one 
wakes up at that hour of night, it 
is not easy to .get to sleep again. 
They also make a great deal of 
noise during the day time.” 
Like Devils Possessed! 

Continuing, Mr. Austin sald: “It 
so happens my wife has been sick 
in bed since Saturday, and she tells 
me that.the noise is just ag bad as 
during ‘the night. - Theso coolles 
are devils-possessed, especially 
when the tourists come up to the 
Peak. The coolies do not come out 
of the stands in order, and they 
elamour round them, like, I think, 


devils or wolves, I have been liv-|. 


ing in the. Peak Hotel for some 
years at odd times, and this noise 
has been going on for a long timo, 


I think they have never been 80 


bad as lately.”
